We have this Moment Advice, that 
the Army of Prince Charles of Lorrain is in Motion, in 
order to attack Marfhal Broglio. 

Manheim, Fune 3. All the French Horfe that arrived 
here from Landau, are marched on to Worms. A De- 
tachment of 700 Cavalry are alfo march’d towards Heil- 
bron. We conceive, that they are part of the Corps 
which is to march into Bavaria, under the Command 
of Count Segur; but thefé will be quickly replaced by 
trefh Troops from France.

This Morn- 
ing we had an Exprefs from Augsbourg, by which we 
learn, that the Prince of Saxe Hildberghaufen, who com- 
| mands the Imperial Troops.in Braynau, had attempted 

to make bis Retreat from thence, but was forc’d to re- 
turn iato the Place with very confiderable Lofs. 

Utrecht, Fune 9. The Duke of Richmond, Mafter of 
the Horfe to his Britannick Majefty, arrived here on the 
6th, and reviewed the King’s Equipage, which confifts 
of 13 Berlins, 35 Waggons, and ¢4 Carriages, with 649 
Horfes. On the 7th the Firft Divifion fet out for the 
Army, as did the Second on the 8th; and the Duke of 
Richmond, and the reft of the Officers of the Houfhold, 
are expected to take the fame Route To-morrow.
